T H E S ASA OF OUR CHURCHES 



Today 9 great interest is being taken in pioneer villages , the 
tools used and ways of living in the days of our forefathers 9 in their 
struggle to caive a home from the primeval forest. 

But how much do we know of the spiritual life of our churches 
and its influence on those early communities , and the heritage 
bequeathed to us who follow in their train , either as descendants or 
part of the church which they founded? Let us open the dusty pages of 
history . Let us befriend our forebears in their religious lives and 
learn from them

"Backward 5 go backward 9 time 
in thy flight" — back to December 
28th , 1844 9 when thirteen men and 
women from this community , who 
were members of the Baptist Church 
in Dundas 9 met and organized them- 
selves into a church 9 at that time 
to be known as the Brock Ro ad 
Church o Elder Joseph " Clut^on was 
in charge of this service * 

In our mind's eye we can 
picture the horses and wagons 9 or 
in winter the sleighs with their 
loads of fathers j mothers and 
children wending their way over 
the picturesquely winding roads 9 
lined with beautiful hemlocks and 
other evergreens , and colourful 
maples , to the hamlet of Freelton 
where the Brock Road Church was 
situated 9 together with a school 
and a small cemetery 9 on land 
which later became part of the 
Manary farm 9 and near the area 
now occupied by Dr. W. Kassera 
and Mr. Paul Duffy . 

At that time 9 the Brock Road 
angled through that part of the 
village 9 emerging to its present 
location somewhere about the cor- 
ner of Highway #97. The land on 
which these buildings were 9 was 
owned by Mr. Craig HagginSo Owing , 
seemingly 9 to the change in the 
direction of the Brock Road 9 
trouble arose with Mr. Haggins 9 
which caused a dissension in the 
church . Prayer meetings were 
called for 9 and by 1849 Freelton 
was abandoned as a place of 
me e ting •

The hills and dales of We stover 
with the autumn splendour of 
beautiful woods in the early days 9 
created a most lovely scene as 
some twenty- six men and women of 
the We stover community made their 
way to the old schoolhouse 9 where 
they gathered for the purpose of 
organizing the Sec ond B ap t i st 
Church of Beverly . 

Ministers of those pioneer days 
were known as elders 5 so we have 
Elder John Miner of Waterloo as 
moderator for this .meeting, Elder 
Samuel Read of the First Baptist 
Church of Beverly as clerk 9 with 
Elders James Sims of Waterloo and 
Joseph Clutton of Dundas 9 and 
several delegates from Dundas, 
St. George and Ancaster 9 to parti- 
cipate in the organization service • 

After the acceptance of a 
Declaration of Doctrine , the 
service proceeded with Elder 
Clutton preaching the sermon (from 
LCorinthians Is 2) and giving the 
charge to the church. Elder Miner 
extended the right hand of fellow- 
ship 9 and Elder Sims offered the 
closing prayer. The first deacon 
was John We stover 5 the first clerk 
Elder Read. 

Twenty-six constituent members 
were enrolled on that memorable 
October 3rd 9 1845 . Ho record is 
given of where they met for 
regular services 9 but attendance 
was faithful as we shall see in 
our next chapter 9 when we hear 
about Covenant Meetings .

In 1849 5 when services in the 
Brock Road Church ceased s "Bible 
Readings" were held each lord's Day 
morning in the home of Deacon Thomas 
Wingrove , and a preaching service in 
the afternoon in Mountsberg School , 

The thirteen Char t er_ Membe r s laid 
a strong spiritual" f o^md'ation for 
their families' Christian future , 
for today many of the supporters of 
our church are descendants of these 
godly pioneers . Thomas Wingrove and 
his wife s Catherine P were represented 
here for many years "by the members 
of the Mount family o Others on the 
first roll were 
George , Ann and 
Julia Eearnley , 
Alexander Robert- 
son Jr o , Margaret 
and Ann Robertson, 
Jasc Wingrove Jr., 
Lucy Wingrove , 
Sarah Titmas, and 
Loammi Sutton • 
Within two 
years the member- 
ship rose to 
twenty , among 
whom were John 
and Catherine 
Maddaugh 9 and J as* 
Wingrove Sr, , the

great-grandfather 
of several of our 
present members , A few years later, 
we find the names of Revell , Wheeler 5 
Cartwright 9 and other members of the 
Wingrove family . 

The year 1852 marks a milestone in 
the life of our church 9 A new hous e 
of God, where our fathers and fore- 
fathers were to worship the Lord for 
seventy years , was erected — on the 
same site as the present edifice — 
at a cost of 116 pounds , eight shil- 
lings and nine pence sterling , or 
app o $580 o The opening of this new 
building was an occasion for rejoic- 
ing. It took place on Saturday , 
November 6, and continued over Sunday, 
with Elder Glutton as the speaker P 
In January a tea-meeting was held to 
help defray the debt on the new 
building . The pews of this church of 
1852 are still being used in our 
church school auditorium today , 1965c 



The hardy pioneers , who hewed 
wood and stone from the forest to 
build their early homes- were equal- 
ly concerned about the quality of 
their church life , that the Christ- 
ian principles on which it was foun- 
ded be kept strong and virile , and 
so for some fifty years we find them 
meeting on Saturday afternoon, 
prior to each Communion service 9 
for Covenant Meetings. 

So seriously "did They take these 
meetings, that a regular attendance 
of between fifty and sixty is recor- 
ded, even in the heat of harvest « 

Discipline was 
strict., and the 
"backslider" was 
enjoined to make 
confession of his 
faults one to ano- 
ther and to God 5 
and be restored into 
fellowship with mem- 
bers, before par- 
taking of the Lord's 
Supper o Others were 
encouraged to praise 
God for his mercies , 
and to share with 
each other, the 
blessings received,, 
God's blessing 
rested on these 
meetings, as new 
converts were continually being 
added to the church „ 

Those listed as Charter Members 
were s John and Lydia Westover, Jo- 
seph and Harriet Mason, John Embury 
Sr , John Embury Jr, , Ann and 
Esther Embury, George and Mary 
Archer, Samuel Cook, Edmund Crick- 
more, William and Mary Nunn. Frede- 
rick and Mary Miles, James and Mary 
Jamieson, Catherine Fletcher, 
Elizabeth Shaver, Simeon Titmus, 
James and Margaret Wilson, John 
Shaver, Jesse ilunn, and Sarah 
Stringer, 26 in all. 

The first recorded baptism took 
place in Dec, 1848 in the open pond. 
In 1849 a gracious revival brought 
30 new members through Believers' 
Baptism. At this time the church 
joined the Grand River Association 
of Baptist Church

Two years prior to the "building of 
the first church edifice , on September 
25 9 1850 5 a Service of Re oo^itijpn was 
held , presumably In the" schoolhouse , 
at which the members accepted a Decla- 
ration of Faith, and changed the name 
from Brock Road Church to The JRe^lar 
Bagtij^ 

aboW^hirtfy" yeax8^go"l£ffi our church 
become known as Mount sburg Church and 
affiliate with the Niagara-Hamilton 
Association* ) Delegates from the chur- 
ches in Dundas, St, George , Sheffield , 
and First and Second Beverly shared in 
the Recognition Service , at which an 
Ordination Council proceeded to set 
apart for the ministry Mr* Job Moxom 9 
who 9 together with his wife, had uni- 
ted with the church six months before , 
and showed ability to preach. Elder 
Bab cock was the moderator. The Ordina- 
tion Service itself did not take~~pl"ace 
until March 24 , 1852 . In June the 
church became part of the Grand River 
Association 9 which later affiliated 
with the Midland Counties Association 9 
and eventually became known as the 
Guelph Association* 

In October 1850 , monthly Covenant 
Meetings were established , and the 
1T Psalmis"t n was adopted as a hymnbook* 
Elder Clutton came at certain inter- 
vals to conduct the ordinances , and 
some thirteen Christians were baptized 
by him during this two-year period 
Discipline was very strict , and woe to 
the man who was heard swearing at his 
wife 9 let alone committing more flag- 
rant sins. The Covenant Meetings 
brought confessions one to another and 
to God 9 and such discipline , whilst to 
our minds 9 seemingly 9 at times very 
severe 9 served to cleanse the soul, 
renew fellowship , one with another , 
and open the channel of communion with 
our heavenly Father , which by the 
grieving of the Holy Spirit had become 
blocked. When the sanctuary was opened 
in 1852 9 the church had since its in- 
ception received twenty-three new mem- 
bers 9 all but two by baptism, but 
death and removal had taken away nine , 
leaving a membership of twenty-seven,, 



In December 1849 9 the first 
pastor was called in the person of 
Elder Isaac Elliot, and the new 
year 1850 began with the planning 
of a house of_worsMp_ » Deacon John 
We st over "gave"~the" Taiid for a church 
and cemetery 9 and 9 with William 
Wallace and Duncan McKenzie , became 
the first trustees • To these names 
were added those of John Embury and 
James Jamie son to form a Building 
Committee,, A fine brick church - 
the same as is in use today - was 
opened on November 17, 1850 • The 
dedicatory sermon was preached by 
the pastor 9 Elder Elliot, who used 
as his text Haggai Is 7-9 5 his 
sermon was followed by another from 
Elder Clutton, who spoke from 
Zechariah 4-slOo Each sermon lasted 
for one hour* In the evening, two 
more addresses were given by Elder 
Clark and Brother Moxom, the former 
using I John 4:19 as his text* 

Elder Elliot resigned at the 
close of 1850, and a call was ex- 
tended to Brother George Patton of 
St* George * At this time a Bagster ! s 
Bible was presented to the church 
by Marge t Shaver and Sarah Brick- 
more , 

The year 1851 is noted for three 
outstanding events* In February Bro* 
George Patton was ordained 9 and our 
young church began re achin g out 
with the gospel me s s age' ~ "thr o ugh 
services in Thompsons schoolhouse 
in Kelson, on the Guelph Road, and 
in the Valens schoolhouse, 31der 
Patton - as he was known now, the 
term Elder being used as we apply 
Reverend - had the joy of adding 
forty-two professing Christians to 
the church roll during his ministry 
of four and one-half years . 

For seventeen months, from May 
1855 on 9 the church was served by 
Elders Ephraim Smith and Caldwell , 
followed by a four-year period 
where the flock was past or less 9 
Except for part-time supply by 
Elder Wo P* Hazelton 5 who settled 
here in 1861 * 



Mo_-ui^sbur^ 
In 185 4 9 Elder^Eoxom resigned 5 and 
for several years the church, was with- 
out a regular minister , except for a 
short period when Elder Hoyle served. 
Church affairs came to "be in a very 
unsettled condition , and Elder Clutton 
— then of First Church , Dorchester — 
who seemed to have an oversight of ma- 
ny of the churches of the district, 
made efforts , Tooth in 1857 and again 
in 1858 9 to get the services started 
again • 

In March 1858, the people agreed to 
meet for prayer and to commence a Sun- 
day Sj3ho_ol. , — the first re cb Yd" we have 
o f ~SuM ay~"S cho o 1 work at Mount s bur g. 
Owing to dissension among the members , 
the Ordinances were neglected , but in 
March 1859 9 Elder Clutton agreed to 
come from Dorchester once a month, so 
that they might observe Communion* 

In March of 1860 9 Mr, Win. Forsyth 
became pastor, with visiting elders to 
conduct the Ordinances until Mr. For- 
syth's ordination, on Feb. 26, 1862c 
At this ordination Rev. To L. Davidson 
of Guelph-- one of our early stalwarts 
— was moderator, and there were repre- 
sentatives from the churches of Guelph, 
Dundas, Hamilton, St a George, Beverley, 

Another item worthy of note was the 
decision to take an offering at the 
"Lord's Table , n to defray the expenses 
of the Communion Service, with the ba- 
lance to be designated by the church* 
Morning and" evening services were 
begun o 

In 1865 9 Beverley (Westover) ' Church 
desired to unite with us in the sup- 
port of a pastor c It was agreed on on 
a three-month trial basis. Elder For- 
syth to give them alternate Sundays, 
entirely o

During the BB ^rToT"before Elder 
Hazelton settled as pastor, a slight 
split occurred when some who differed 
in doctrinal opinions, severed their 
connections here and joined the Par- 
ticular Baptists* The church suffered 
a severe loss in 1862, when Deacon 
John Westover, the giver of the land, 
died. In the fall of the same year, 
the cenetery was fenced in at a cost 
of $50, in addition to the lumber and 
the posts which were donated .

After Elder Hazelton ? s resignation 
in 1863, Deacon Blasdall preached ac- 
ceptably for a time» Visiting elders 
conducted the Ordinances until October 
1864 9 when Mr„ Eli j ah L _0 he sney was or- 
dained. Dr e R. Ac Eyfe, head of Wood- 
stock College — which was then a prepa- 
ratory school for Baptist ministerial 
students — took an important part in 
this ordination, as he did again in 
that of Mr • James Samis in 1870 • An-' 
,other item worthy of note concerning 
Mr. Chesney is that almost seventy 
years later, in 1939? he was conduct- 
ing a Bible Class in his home in 
Michigan, at the age of 96 . A Licen- 
tiate's Permit-to-Preach was granted 
to Deacon John Embury . Also about this 
time, several converts from the Nelson 
services were added to the church . 

In 1865 , a motion was recorded, re- 
quiring seven male members to form a 
quorum for any business meeting* In 
the same year Westover Church tried 
union with Mount sburg, but apparently 
it did not come to fruition, as we 
find Elder John Rice accepting the 
pastorate in 1867 (-1868) „

Apparently"," 'the' "union of We stover 
and this church did not materialize , 
as we have no further record of it. 
The church came into a low state of 
spiritual life, though the monthly 
covenant meetings were still observ- 
ed* But on Nov* 11, 1866, a special

held, on suggestion or request of the 
denomination, with services commenc- 
ing at 9 s30 a.m, and 6s30 pnu $ there- 
after, an improvement in the spirit- 
ual state "became evident,, 

Also at this time 15 copies of The 
Baptist Register (the name first 
given "to" The~~C ahadi an Baptist) were 
procured for the members « 

In 1867, an outstanding event in 
the life of our church took place , 
when we were hosts > Jbo ^^ ^^ J:^ 
Association. Tin^pr^ 

the church was re-roofed and painted. 
As the meetings were held on Friday 
and Saturday, June 21 and 22, most of 
the delegates, of necessity, remained 
over Sunday, ill who came by train 
were met at Dundas or Guelph, since 
there was no nearer point of rail. 
Consequently , on Sunday three servic- 
ces were conducted, with Revs. John 
Gerrie , John Sole, and I* J. Rice as 
speakers . 

In August of the same year. Elder 
Forsyth resigned, but he served~~the~~ 
church as an interim pastor till ? 69<> 
Just prior to his coming nine were 
added to the membership, and another 
nine during his pastorate . 

From the time Elder Forsyth left, 
in 1869? to April 1874, the church 
was under short pastorates and sup- 
plies. Those who served as pastors 
were Elders Mackie , James _S_amis_ 
(under whose brief mTnis'try - sixteen 
were received into the church) , Rev. 
W. S. McDermand and Rev. Archibald 
Warren . 

In 1872, a new effort was made to 
unite with Vfe stover, and in 1873 
union with Waterdown, which had re- 
ceived Associational recognition in 
1870, was sought? however, both at- 
tempts were futile

Elder John Rice , mentioned at the 
close b'f ' our last instalment, left 
in 1868. He returned in 1871 and 
served as supply pastor for three 
years. Then he took over the full 
charge and remained till his death 
in 1880, though for the last three 
years again on a supply basis. 

During the interim (1868-71) James 
Samis came and was ordained in Aug- 
ust of 1870. He left, however, a 
couple of months later, apparently 
to minister as supply pastor at 
Mountsburg. 

During Elder Rice ! s pastorate se- 
veral important improvements were 
made in the church. A vestry was 
built and baptistry installed, 
which was put to good use in 1877 
when took place. 

Elder W. H. Porter of Brantford and 
Elder Hazelton assisted Mr. Rice. 
Meetings were held every night du- 
ring April, and in May two nights a 
week and three times on Sundays. The 
results were that 90 were baptized 
(one Sunday 32 and the following 43 
went through the waters of baptism) 
on profession of faith in their 
lord, and that several more were re- 
stored and a few united by letter, 
making a total of 122 in one year, 
and a grand total of 145 additions 
to the church m embership during Mr. 
Rice's stay. 

The outstanding feature of this 
revival was that several times they 
would spend till one or two a.m. in 
dealing with inquiring souls, have 
three or four hours sleep, do their 
day's work, and then back to church 
at night. What God can do for us 
when we let Himi 

Ro s s Shave r was one of the con- 
verts' "at T this" "time He was eleven 
years of age when he was baptized f 
and he lived a faithful and consist- 
ently godly life until his homegoing 
about fifty-eight years later, serv- 
ing as deacon, and in whatever capa- 
city he could • His grandson, Robert 
Ross Shaver, is today Sunday School 
Superintendent and an honoured mem- 
ber of the Dunnville Church. 



In 1874 9 MrTHSIIIIam Grant became 
pastor 9 and since lie was a student lie 
served the church fortnightly for the 
princely sum of $15 a month . He was 
ordained here in 1875 by a council 
representing the churches of Guelph, 
Hillsburgh, Erin, Dundas, Hamilton, 
Waterdown and Beverly . At this time 
the "Psalmist" as a source of music 
was replaced by the regular Hymn Book. 

In the fall of this same year upon 
Mr* Grant's resignation. Rev. Daniel 
Wright "became pastor. He was known far 
and wide as "Daddy Wright", and his 
photograph was to be found in many a 
home. Although his stay was only a 
"brief ten months, he reaped a harvest 
of 19, 16 of whom were haptized" in 
one day. 

It is of interest that among these 
converts are to he found Mr. and Mrs. 
B. Hurren, the grandparents of our 
Deacon William Eevellj Mrs. William 
Wingrove, grandmother of Deacon 
William Wingrove and Mrs e Evelyn Page 5 
Mr o and Mrs. John Cartwrights and 
Mr. and Mrs. A. Mount $ all well-known 
and loyal members of this church for 
many years. The above mentioned Mrs 
Wingrove was a member of this church 
for fifty- five years. 

"Daddy Wright" was a hardy soul who 
did not hesitate to pioneer in outly- 
ing districts, and thought nothing of 
walking as much as thirty miles on a 
Sunday to preach where needed. 

Another feature of his ministry was 
the increase of public church collec- 
tions from two (taken annually) to 
four. Other offerings were taken at 
the Communion Table, only. 

In 1877, a union wi th Water down 
Church was effected, under the minis- 
try of student-pastor G. Everton. 

The church, now twenty-seven years 
old, was in need of renovation 5 so in 
1879? during the pastorate of Mr. 
H. A. McConnell, who was ordained 
here, the church was painted and 
generally repaired, and a special 
re-opening was heldo

In 1880, l^TTy^STder John Cameron, 
the church purchased a parsonage , 
situated on the corner of the Sixth 
Concession and the Westover sideroad, 
diagonally across from the store . In 
1882, an organ was installed at a cost 
of $110? also a Communion Service was 
provided . 

The Baptist people of Westover were 
early mission-minded. When in 1873 the 
Rev. A. V. Timpanys became the first 
Canadian Baptist missionaries to India 
the hearts of the Baptist women were 
stirred with the needs of our sisters 
in India. Consequently, in 1882, a 
Mission Circle was organized under the 
ini'tiative^ oT"Mrs . Barnabas Shaver, 
who , for lack of telephones, used her 
own two feet to contact the women of 
the community and invite them to join. 
The women of Westover Church had for 
some years been collecting for the 
missionary work in Western Canada. 

Also a Mission Band — one of the 
earliest in our Convention — was 
formed, and these two missionary organ- 
izations carried on zealously in win- 
ter ? s cold and summer ! s heat. In fact, 
today, eighty- two years later, the 
Mission Circle still carries on faith- 
fully. 

Rev. James McColl was pastor at 
that time, and now the membership 
reached a peak of 138. 

The following four years saw two 
student-pastors come and be ordained 5 
namely. Rev. George Chittenden and 
Rev. A. R. Spencer. Then in 1889? the 
long sought union w ith Mount sburg took 
place, including the young church at 
Freelton, which had been organized in 
1886. The minister under whom this 
•union was consummated was Rev. James 
Bracken, who was ordained in Preelton. 

In 1890, the church was renovated, 
inside and out, the driving sheds 
moved and rebuilt, and special re- 
opening services were held 5 Rev. 
Alexander Gay was the pastor. The 
grandson of Mr. Gay — Rev. John 
Barley — became Convention Evangelist 
some few years ago, until his untimely 
death. 



From 1880 to" "1884V with the except- 
ion of supply by Rev. J. Mackie for a 
few months 9 the pastorate was under 
the ministry of Rev, W._ ^^^zeltoi ij 
who baptized several among whom was 
Janet Revell (Mrs. Scott) , the mother 
of three of our present members • 

About this time cooperation with 
Waterdown ceased , and work beg an in 
Free I t on 9 as an offspring of this 
cEurchTlir . Robert Hopkins of Hamilton 
had preached in Freelton for some time 
and was instrumental 9 both in his in- 
fluence and financially 5 in having a 
church building erected . This building 
was opened in May 1886 , with student 
pastor A. R. Gregory serving both 
churches .

During Rev . J ame s _ Br acken ' s minist- 
ry Preelton was host to the Associat- 
ion under the auspices and aid of the 
mother church 9 Mount sburg, in June '87 . 
Two years later Mr. Bracken was or- 
dained j likewise in Preelton Church # 
In this period thirty members were 
added to Mount sburg Church 9 including 
Mr. & Mrs. Job Revell % Mr. & Mrs. Chas 
Revell ? Archibald Campbell (father of 
Mrs. B. Gunby) , and several members of 
the Law family, who later united with 
Plamboro Centre Church (Waterdown) . It 
is worthy of note that Mrs. Chas. Re- 
vell was seventy-four years a member

When Mr. Gay~Te~f t~ Mount sburg in 
April of 1892 $ he remained with West- 
over a few more months 9 until the com- 
ing of Rev. Wm. Peer in 1893 9 who was 
followed after two years by Rev. Vfau 
S pencer . It was while Mr. Spencer "was 
here that this church celebrated its 

? with Prof. P. Co 
tf^pWtL of MbMaeter University as 
guest speaker for Sunday. At the noon 
dinner 9 held on Monday , several former 
pastors and Mr. Cook, the builder of 
the church , were guests of honour . 

Mr. Spencer was succeeded by Mr. 
H. Co Gurney 9 Rev* T . A. P. Frost and 
Mr. R. Gr. Blundell , who was ordained 
here in 1902 and served the three 
churches until 1905 .

Peer , who paid more atten- 
tion to the children of the congrega- 
tion than most of the ministers , pro- 
viding them with treats , such as 
oranges (which were rare in those days) 
and pictures of interest . 

Rev. Win. Spencer, who followed Mr. 
Peer ? held revival meetings In 1899 
plans were made to ordain Mr. H. G. 
Gurney 9 but his untimely death pre- 
vented its fulfilment . During the pas- 
torate of Rev. T. A* P. Frost (1900-2) 
a hole was cut into Toe oT "T or 5 ins . 
in thickness to baptize a candidate . 
In June of 1902 Rev. R. G. Blundell 
was ordained. During his stay Misses 
Ethel and Ella Maddaugh were baptized, 
one of whom is still living in 
Toronto . 




We have now covered the first sixty years in the life of our churches , 
and we shall pause for a retrospective view, and a few items which we hope 
will be of interest, "before moving into the second three score years, and 
into a new era of our church life , 

The sturdy pioneers, who began existence, both as residents of the 
community and as spiritual found ers of this area, of necessity were hardy 
in facing the physical obstacles of the primeval land, and equally courageous 
in their efforts to build a strong religious atmosphere, in which to nurture 
the spiritual life of their children. 

They were human and like us all made mistakes. 
At times they may seem to us to have been rather se- 
vere in their judgments, hut we can he proud of their 
stalwart principles, when we consider how their faith 
and teaching have produced many faithful followers, 
who today help to make up our churches' leaders . 

Of the family of Thomas Wingrove , in whose home 
we had our beginning, we had for many years the Mount 
family,, Their loyalty to Christ was -unquestioned, one 
of whom — Charles — was clerk for twenty-seven yrs. 

Thomas 1 brother, 
James, and his fa- 
mily all down the 
years figured large 
in the church life, 
and many of his de- 
scendants still 
serve faithfully. 
Two great-grandsons 
are our present 
deacons , Win. Wing- 
rove and W. Re veil. 
Again, we find the 
Re veil family, a 
large family who 
became members and 
whose descendants 
are with us today, 
not only in the Win. 
Revell home, but in 
Mrs. Fo Mast, Mrs. 
Clarence Wingrove, 
Mrs. H. Wigood, and 
several others who- 
se family traces 
back to the Revell 
home . 

In We stover , we 
find the name of 
Shaver, a large fa- 
mily tree, whose 
forbears gave their lives unstintingly to Christ and 
His Church, and whose branches still bear fruit for Him. Others, whose ser- 
vice was rich, were the Robertson, Embury, Jamieson, Westover and Kicol fami- 
lies, and others of whom we have not the records . 

Many from both churches served their Maker for over fifty years, 
several for over fifty-eight years, and even more . To them all, the Master

Ereelton Church was closed in 1911, as death and removal had depleted 
its membership, until only one deacon — Mr. John Cartwright — and Pastor 
and Mrs. Haines remained as members .

Our last chapter brought us to the year 
1917 in the history of our two churches. It 
was at this point in April of 1917 that a 
change in the field was made. Westover 
decided to travel alone and Mountsburg was 
linked up to Flamboro Centre, (once known 
as Water down church, but after fire 
demolished the Waterdown building, the new 
church was built at Flamboro Centre) also 
situated on the Centre Road. It was at 
this time we became a Home Mission Field , 
as Flamboro Centre was under the H.M. 
Board. Mr. Haines was asked to become full 
time pastor of both churches, which position 
he filled for six more years, thus making 
a term of eighteen years at Mountsburg. 

In November of 1917 this church 
celebrated its Seventy-fifth Anniversary , 
with Professor Kierstead of McMaster 
University as guest speaker. A new Bell 
Organ had been purchased three years before 
for the sum of |108.00. During this period 
Mr. Albert Campbell, Mr. and Mrs. Alex 
Campbell, Mr. and Mrs. Gordon Wingrove, 
Charles and Mary C. Mount, Fred Laking and 
two others were baptized and five others were 
added to the church by letter. 

In 1922 plans for a new edifice were 
put into action; accordingly, June 11th 
saw a re-union service as "a closing of the 
old building, after which services were held 
in the Freelton church for the remainder 
of the year. 

December 3rd dawned a bright, clear 
beautiful fall day, and saw friends from' 
far and near, flock to the new Mountsburg 
Baptist Church, which was that day dedicated 
to the glory and service of God. It was a 
proud day for our people as we gathered in 
our beautiful new church home, where the 
. Gospel was preached free on that opening 
day, as no offering was reouested, though 
love gifts were gratefully accepted. The 
- seats and pulpit were donated, also the 
Communion table and chair, the lighting was 
a gift, and the cost of building-about $7000- 
was all pledged or paid, so that we could say 
we opened free of debt. 

On July 1st 1923, Mr. Haines concluded 
his eighteen years of service with this 
church, closing his farewell by baptizing 
two young people, after which the Lord's 
Supper was celebrated. 



Before commencing this 
tenth installment of our 
history, we should correct an 
error in the last issue. 

Among those baptized 
by Mr. Haines was the name of 
Mrs. James Morrison, which 
should have read Mrs. John 
Morrison - nee May Denholm. 
Early in 1917 Westover dec- 
ided to become a self-containec 
church, not affiliated with 
another congregation. 
Accordingly, various 
speakers conducted the 
services throughout the 
summer, especially Mr. P.R. 
Morrison, a laymen from 
Hamilton and an application 
was made to Woodstock and 
McMaster for a student pastor, 
In October, Mr. Wm. McDonald 
from McMaster came, and 
resided in the parsonage, 
remaining as pastor until 
May, 1919. Again services 
were led by Mr. P.R.Morrison, 
Grover Tyler and others 
until May 1920, when 
Mr. Harold Carr became 
student pastor until October. 
No services were held during 
the winter, but April 1921 
saw the return of Mr. Harold 
Carr, whose ministerial 
career was cut short by his 
tragic death. In May, 
Mr. Harold Lang - a gold 
medalist from McMaster - 
now Professor H. Lang of 
McMaster, became pastor for 
the summer, and again the 
church was closed in winter. 

1922-23 saw Mr. Frears 
of Dundas coming out Sunday 
afternoons to keep the 
church open, and again in 
1924 the church re-opened and 
amalgamated once more with 
Mountsburg and Flamboro 
Centre, and as a field a 
call was given Mr. Sidney 
Lawrence from McMaster 
University.

During the remainder of 
1923 pulpit supplies were had, 
until Kay 1924, when student 
pastor Sidney Lawrence settled 
on the field, which now comprised 
Mounts burg, Flamboro Centre and 
Westover churches. A Parsonage 
was rented in Freelton and provided 
free to the pastor. 

In the Spring of 1927, Rev. 
Sidney Lawrence left here for 
Christie St. Church, Toronto, 
and in July Mr. R.D.Campbell rec- 
eived a call to the field. The 
same Fall this church and Flamboro 
Centre became affiliated with the 
Union of Regular Baptist Churches 
of Ontario and Quebec. In August 
of 1923, this church called a" 
council to ordain Pastor Campbell, 
also services were begun 
unused church in Moffat, 
which several candidates 
baptized here.

With the call of Mr. Sidney 
Lawrence in 1924, Westover again 
became united with Mountsburg - and 
Flamboro Centre-as one field * During 
his stay of three years, he was ord- 
ained. Upon his resignation in 1927 
a call was extended to Mr .R.D.Campbell 
of McMaster University. Mr. Campbell's 
pastorate in Westover ended in 
December of the same year, also the 
union with Mountsburg and Flamboro 
Centre was terminated due to the 
affiliation of these two churches and 
Pastor Campbell with the cause of 
Dr. T.T. Shields, while Westover decided 
to remain with the Convention of Ontario 
and Quebec. 

In February of 192& an invitation 
was given Mr . P. R.Morrison to become 
pastor for one year^ which time was 
extended until twelve years elaosed, 
during which time thirty-one members 
were received by baptism, letter and 
experience. The parsonage was sold 
during this period, and a highlight 
of Mr. Morrison' s pastorate was the 
93rd Anniversary, Sept. IS, 193#, which 
took the form of a Reunion of all the 
old members . A dinner was served in 
the Community Hall to around 100 friends 
and in the afternoon the spirit of 
fellowship was climaxed as former members 
united with the present ones in the 
Higher Fellowship around the Lord's 
Table. This re-union was so 
thoroughly enjoyed that, in 1939, it 
was repeated, and the distinguishing 
feature of this second "old home"
